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INTRODUCTION 



One characteristic of the past decade has been the acceleration of effort concen- 
trated upon research. Nowhere is this more apparent than in our colleges and uni- 
versities. Here the volume of research in the scientific and behavioral fields is con- 
stantly mounting. It is estimated that some major universities spend as much as 25% 
of their total income on research activities. 

This book is intended to identify and describe the activities of the myriad programs in 
American and Canadian institutions of higher learning and is designed to serve li- 
brarians, researchers, educators and government officials as a source of information 
on university sponsored research agencies. 

A most difficult problem has been that of defining the research "bureau" or 
"institute. 11 For the purposes of this volume, only those bureaus, institutes, experi- 
ment stations, laboratories and other organizations which conform to the following 
definition have been included: "A university or college sponsored unit set up on a 
permanent basis, carry ing on a continuing research program and formally identified by 
a specific or distinctive title." 

Agencies which concentrate primarily upon instruction and those In which research is 
of only secondary concern, have not been included* Nor have the many other re- 
search efforts which are conducted by individuals, by informal groups or by teaching 
departments. Neither have laboratories been included except for those which exist 
basically as research rather than teaching centers. This definition has limited the 
range of organizations included and many facilities have thereby been ruled out. In 
the field of higher education where research Is such a universal activity and where 
virtually every professional practitioner is, at least in part, a researcher, such a re- 
strictive definition has been essential. On the other hand, the term "research 11 has 
been interpreted broadly and the types of organizations listed include those engaged 
in fundamental, applied or developmental studies, as well as those carrying on pro- 
grams of data gathering and synthesis. 

The listings have been prepared in most cases from information obtained directly from 
each organization. Only those details which best describe and identify specific pro- 
grams and their obfectives are given. The length of the description and details pro- 
vided are not intended in any way to be evaluative, nor should listing here be con- 
strued as recognition of any organization nor omission Imply lack of status. 

This edition of the Directory of University Research Bureaus and Institutes was com- 
piled under the editorial direction of Paul Wasserman, Librarian and Associate Pro- 
fessor In the Graduate School of Business and Public Administration at Cornell Uni- 
versity. 

The organization, compilation and editing of this book Is carried on as a continuing 
program and future editions are planned. The editors will greatly appreciate comments 
from readers concerning suggestions and revisions for future editions.

The fact that the organization has a small 
staff does not necessarily mean that It does not carry on an active program, as many bureaus and 
institutes conduct extensive programs through the addition of temporary workers for specific projects.
